New Approach 
To Education 


The eyes of thè academic world are now on 
Martin. One educator who carne to Pulaski to 
investigate had been told at an educational con- 
ference, "The re is only one college in thè South- 
east that is doing anything really innovative or 
creative and that is Martin College at Pulaski, 
Tennessee. Martin is looking for something 
better than thè traditional educational System. 

Class meetings are held on Monday, Tuesday, 
Thursday, and Friday. Wednesday is a free day, 
though not a holiday, being set aside for library 
work, writing papers, conferences, special field 
studies, and other uses. 

No failing grades are received at Martin. The 
grades of A , B, and C are retained . If thè stu- 
dent does not merit thè minimum grade of C, he 
receives an X which serves as a holding symbol 
and may be replaced, within a limitea period of 
time, with a C when thè student's work meets 
thè standard. 

The program is designed to give individuai- 
ized attention to students who are deficient in 
some area. The learning experience begins 
where thè student is, rather than where he should 
be. Students are not forced to conform to thè 
same procedures. 

Each classroom is a learning resource center, 
with books, films, and tapes available to students 
at any time.

President 


On July 1, 1970, Dr. Harry D. Wagner became thè 25th 
President of Martin College. In a special session of thè Board 
of Trustees meeting in Nashville on Aprii 8, 1970, Dr. Wagner 
was elected as President after being thè unanimous choice of a 
special committee appointed in December, 1969. 

Dr. Wagner served as Administrative Assistant to thè Presi¬ 
dent at Middle Tennessee State University. During his eight- 
year tenure at Middle Tennessee State University, he served as 
Associate Professor and Dean of Men in addition to his present 
position. 

Prior to joining Middle Tennessee State University, he was 
supervisor of physical education for thè Knoxville City Schools 
and a teacher and coach at Sequatchie County High School. 

Dr. Wagner received his Bachelor of Science degree at 
Tennessee Technological University in 1958, his Master of Arts 
degree from thè University of Tennessee in 1962 and his Doctor- 
ate of Education from George Peabody College in Nashville in 
1967 . 

Dr. Wagner's impressive record at Middle Tennessee State 
University is further enhanced by his civic offices. In 1969, he 
was elected "Outstanding Young Man of thè Year” by thè 
Murfreesboro Jaycees. He is an active member of thè Kiwanis 
Club, and serves as a member of thè Board of Directors of thè 
locai United Givers Fund, Middle Tennessee State University 
Wesley Foundation, Rutherford County Association for Retarded 
Children, Tennessee Association for Retarded Children and 
Adults, Rutherford Child Development Center, and Murfreesboro 
Human Relations Commission. He is a member of thè St. 

Mark’s United Methodist Church where he has had an active 
part in thè leadership of thè church. Dr. Wagner and his wife, 

Nancy, have three daughters.
